ROYAL YACHT BEARING SOVEREIGN ~ 
ARRIVES AT KINGSTOWN HARBOR, 


Her Coming Is in Advance of the Sched- 
uled Hour and Is a Cause for Di- 
appointment—Greeted by a Salute 
from the Channel Squadron—James 
Egan, Sword Bearer of Dublin, Re- 
fuses to Extend Public Comrteay to 
Regal Guest. 


DUBLIN, April 4.—In spite of the rain that 6 
was falling and the huge puddles of water 
under foot the arrival of Queen Victoria, in 
the royal yacht Victoria and Albert, off. 
Kingstown, was the occasion for much en- 
thusiasm, although this did not take an or- 
ganized form, owing to the fact that her 
Majesty came several hours ahead of sched- 
ule time. 

The passage of the N was smooth, 
though she expressed regret that the pre- 
mature departure from Holyhead, owing to 
the threatening weather conditions, should 
cause her Irish subjects disappointment. | 
It had been officially announced that he 
would reach Kingstown at 5:30 p. m. Tues- 
day, instead of 2 p. m., but at the latter hour 
the Victoria and Albert loomed up through 
the haze and rain, and was greeted with the 
thunder of twenty-one guns from each ship 
ot the British Channel squadron. 


Thousands Pour Into Kingstown. 
Thousands had poured into Kingstown re- 
gurdless of the pelting rain, which luckily 
ceased about 5 o'clock, and they braved the 
cold winds and mud until midnight. ‘Ths 
celebrations were confined to an illumina- 
tion of the war vessels and to a few fire- 
works here and there. A shining shamrock 
stood out against the blackness of Dublin 
Bay, and from the jackies clustered on the 
decks of the squadron came strains of 
„God Save the Queen,“ which were taken 
up with will by the patient crowd on shore, . 
and when Soldiers of the Queen floated 
across the quiet water the spectators on 
Kingstown pier joined in with equal fervor. 
Although all political conditions are repre- 
sented in Kingstown, there was no attempt 
at a counter demonstration. In fact, the 
evening's fireworks, singing, and cheering 
were not marred by any hostile note, and the 
entry of the Queen into Dublin today 
- (Wednesday) will probably be a repetition 
of similar friendly conditions. 


‘Dear, Dirty Dublin.” 

In Dublin itself, seven miles from Kings 
town, the epithet, ‘‘ Dear, dirty Dublin,” 14 
Was never before presumably better justified | 
} than yesterday. Dublin was bedraggled, its 
finery, which rivaled London's jubilee deco- 
rations, drooping sadly from the steady rain, 
which, according to the weather prophets, 
-will be repeated today. However, last even- 
ing, when the showers ceased, illuminations 
such as Ireland had never seen lit up the 
streets and were viewed by crowds so dense 
that in several thoroughfares 1 wes 
impossible. 

The castle was gay witha dinner party, in- 
cluding the leading Irish nobility, and a. 
spirit of good ndtured revelry prevailed over 
every quarter of Ireland’s capital. 

The Queen will disembark some time before 
noon today and will drive fran Kingstown 
through the city, reaching the Vice Regal 
Lodge about 2 in the afternoon.

tations of disrespect, it must be known that 
those who do make a demonstration in honor 
of the Queen's visit are not in any way 
whatever Irish Nationalists and do not rep- 
resent Irish Nationalist sentiment.” 

Coming from the organ ef the leader of 
the National party, this is rather severe on 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin. 


Egan Refuses to Act. | 

James Egan, the Dublin city sword bear- 
er, who for nine years was imprisoned for 
political offenses, ‘refused yesterday to hand 
the Queen the sword, nor will he take part 
in today’s proceedings. This declination 
at the last hour caused a sensation, and the 
Lord Mayor is now . ng for 3 
sword bearer. In a letter to the Town Clerk, 
Mr. Egan says: 

I will yield nothing 6 any Irishman in 
respect for the individuality of the aged 
lady, but I cannot join in any act of public 
courtesy toward the head of a state which 
has tried me upon charges that were false, 
and sent me to suffer for nine years in Eng- 
lish dungeons—the state that still hall- 
marks me with the degradation of a ticket- 
of-leave man.“ 

Mr. Egan adds that he is prepared to ac- 
cept the consequences and hand in his res- 
ignation. 

Another swordbearer has been secured in 
the place of Egan, and if the universal wish 
for fair weather should be granted the prog- 
ress of the Queen promises to be one of the 
most remarkable occasions in the history ot 
Ireland.

ver York Athlete Whose Neck Was 
| * Last August Wins a 

| | Eee Fight for Life. 


York, April 3. —[Special.]—Walter 
Duryea, who has been a patient in Roosevelt 
Hospital since last August, suffering from 
a broken neck, will leave the institution the 
last of this month or early in May. 

For months the physicians at the hospital 
despaired of saving Mr. Duryea’s life. The 
fracture of the vertebrz was complete. Phy- 
sicians came from all parts of the United 
States to study the remarkable case. 

‘When he leaves the hospital it will be to 
go to some summer resort. A physician will 
remain in constant attendance, in addition 
to two nurses. * 

Duryea, a young athlete, on Aug. 7, was 
swimming at Oyster Bay. with companions. 
He had made several dives from the Casino 
steps into water four feet deep. He prepared 
for another dive. The lowest step was smeoth 
and slippery. Just as he was straightenin 
his body for the dive he slipped. He wen 
down head first, slightly sideways. He struck 
against the hard, sandy bottom and his neck 
Was twisted by the blow. He was not 
stunned. His brain was working perfectly, 
but his body was inert. He tried to move 
hands and feet to rise to the surface, but in 
vain. He lay helpless under water, but help 
came quickly. His first words to his com- 
panions who. n him out were: 

Boys, be easy with me, my neck is 
broken.“ 
After his neck } was Inbased in plaster he 
Was taken to Roosevelt Hospital. He could 
s¢e well and talk well, but he was breathing 
in short breaths and his body was paralyzed. 
a e ninth day after the accident he grew 

very weak. is temperature rose to 104, and 
the doctors thought he could live through 
t le nig t. . 

Several X-ray rhotusbe were taken of the 
broken vertebrae. It was found that the fifth 
cérvical vertebre was fractured. The sur- 
geons. decided they must cut away the pos- 
terior parts of the two vertebrae, which were 
pressing against the spinal cord. They knew 
that the slightest motion by the patient while 
he wa under the knife might result in a 
cut to the sheath of the cord and result in 
instant death, So the administration of ether 
seemed necessary. But ether calls for vig- 
orous, breathing. The patient was so feeble 


that éther would kill him. 


Mr. Duryea insisted that the doctors should 
operate upon him without giving him ether. 
They yielded to the patient's request reluct- 
antly., On Sept. 13 Dr. Abbe performed the 
operation. Other noted surgeons watched 
the operation, Mr. Duryea was placed face 
down on a table, knowing that the slightest 
move or mistake meant,death. Cocaine was 
applied to the skin so as to deaden the first 
shock, but that was all. 

The operation took nearly an hour. The 
back portions of the two vertebree were re- 
moved, ‘laying the sheath of the cord bare 
and relieving the pressure, Then the in- 
cisions were ¢losed. The parts of the bone 
removed were replaced with gristle, which 
has grown there, protecting the cord. 

Mr. Duryea bore the operation without a 
tremor, holding his head motionless. For 
days after the operation he felt nothing. 
Then his breathing became better and. his

Robert Buchanan and the firm conducted a 
hardware store at 47 Lake street, the firm 
name beitig Buchanan, Alling & Co. Lake 
ris ge was then the principal retail street in 


the city, 


A year later Mr. Buchanan sold his interest 


in the business to John A. Markley, and the 
fit 


became Markley, Alling & Co. It re- 


mained unchanged until 1895, when it be- 


came John Alling & Co., and in 1898 Mr. All- 
ing sold his business to Hibbard, Spencer. 
Bartlett & Co., retiring from active life at the 


‘same time. 


For many years prior to the final sale of 
his business Mr. Alling had ranked as the 
oldest hardware man in Chicago. His busi- 
néss had grown from a small retail trade to 
one with both wholesale and retail branches 
of large iinporftance. 

Before removing a year ago to the resi- 
dence at 2207 Calumet avenue Mr. Alling had 
lived for thirty years at 2131 Calumet ave- 


nue. 

A friend of the family’ stated shortly after 
Mr. Alling’s dtath this morning that for 
twelve years Mr. Alling had been a sufferer 
from diabetes. He said that two days ago 
Mr. Alling caught a cold and that on account 
of his weakened condition, from long ill- 
health this developed rant into pneu- 
monia.

[0.], who replied to a brief speech by Sen- 
ator Wellington [Md. J. It was the Ohio Sen- 
ator's stated desire to clear up any mis- 
understanding concerning the bill. 
Senator Mason’s speech covered the entire 
range of the country’s duties and responsi- 
Dilities to what the speaker sarcastically 
fermed “ Our in-su-lar pos-ses-sions.” 


Speech of Senator Mason. 

Senator Mason opened the debate. He 
oke in favor of the resolution of Mr. Wel- 
lington, which offers independence to the 
Filipinos, and against the bill proposed by 
Mr. Spooner [Wis.], conferring authority 
upon the President to govern the Philippines 
until Congress should otherwisé direct. In- 
cidentally, he opposed the tariff proposed to 
be placed on Porto Rican products. He was 
opposed to holding the Philippines, because 
under the law of nations we have not title 
and never can have complete title except by 
conquest of the inhabitants. I do not wish the 
9,000,000 Filipinos for citizens. 1 do not wish 
them for slaves. If we govern them, they 
must either be citizen or serf. Whether 
they labor as our citizens and equals before 
the law, or whether they labor as our po- 
Mical slaves, their labor competes with the 
labor of our country, and I am opposed to 
that. 1 am for expansion. I voted for the 
annexation of Hawaii; but would never have 
sont 65,000 men there to compel them to ac- 
Mr. Mason resented as cow~ 
Wand unjust any reflection upon his 
patriotism and his love for the flag because 
of bis Opinions regarding the Philippines. 

Advetting at this point to Porto Rico, he 
Maintained that when the treaty of Paris 
Was ratified the island became a part of the 
United States, and Congress had no more

“Uniess you can get the Supreme Court 
to stultify and reverse itself.“ said Mr.

SCHOOLS TO MAKE SOLDIERS. 


Instruction Favored b 
Committee. | 


Washington, D. C., April 3.—The bill of 
Representative Marsh of Illinois designed to 
extend millitary instruction to the public 
schools of the country was favorably acted 
upon by the House Committee on Military 
Affairs today. 

The bill provides that in addition to the 
officers now asignable to schools, the Presi- 
dent may assign retired officers and non- 
commisioned officers, Sergeants, corporals; 
etc.,, to the public schools in which such in- 
struction shall have been authorized and ap- 
plied for by the educational authorities. 

The city or town authorities shall pay the 
cost of commutation of quarters and the ex- 
tra duty pay of the officer so assigned, and 
the Secretary of War shall issue ordnance 
stores to the public or normal schools which 
shall adopt military instruction.

Marquise de Fontenoy Letter|

Whether theb French government is wise 
in permitting the production by Sarah Bern- 
hardt of Rostand’s new drama, entitled 
“L’Aigion” (the Eagilet), is a question 
which is occupying the minds of the friends 
of the republic. For the piece is of an ex- 
traordinarily moving character, precisely of 
the kind to appeal to the French mind, and 
Sarah Bernhardt's impersonation of the 
“ Aigion,”’ that is to say, of Napoleon IL, 
son of the great French Emperor, serves to 
recall to the minds of the French people all 
that there was of grandeur, of romance, and 
of absorbing interest in what may be de- 
scribed as the Napoleonic era of the nine- 
teenth century. ‘The drama ignores every- 
thing that there was of a displeasing char- 
acter, presents merely the attractive side of 
the Napoleonic epoch, and makes the most 
of the extremely pathetic features of the 
story of the ill-fated Prince who was born 
as King of Rome in Paris, and who died in 
gilded captivity at Schoenbrunn, near Vien- 
na, as Duke of Reichstadt. 

England took the eagle, and Austria the 
eaglet,“ wrote Victor Hugo in one of his 
stirring verses about the first empire, and 
it was these lines that have constituted the 
theme of Rostand’s enthralling drama. If 
ever there has been a piece put on the stage 
that is calculated to have political conse- 
quences it is assuredly “ L’Aigion.” For 
nothing has ever been written that is more 
calculated to popularize the Bonapartist 
cause in France. I am far from advocating 
the imperialfst cause in France, or from en- 
tertaining any particular sympathies for 


the Bonapartists’ cause. But this play is 


destined to recall to the mind of a people 
among whom the love of La Glorie plays 
a preponderant role, and who are insanely 
ambitious to occupy the front rank among 


the great powers of the world, the fact that 


during the reign of the first Napoleon all 
Europe, save England, was at his feet, that 
he Was the master, in fact. of continental 
Europe, the Emperor of Russia being con- 
tent to play second fiddle to him at Tilsit, 
while the Emperor of Austria was merely 
one of the many monarchs who were sub- 
servient to his will, and obliged to humble 
themselves in his presence. Even during 
the entire reign of Napoleon III. it was 
neither Berlin, nor St. Petersburg, nor Vien- 
na, nor yet London, that was the center of 
the political gravity of the civilized world, 
but Paris; while at no moment throughout 
the entire century did French trade and in- 
dustry, especially agriculture. and manu- 
facture, enjoy such a relatively great pros- 
perity as during the eighteen years that 
Napoleon III. occupied the throne. 

The more that one reflects, the more is 
one struck by the extraordinary character 


of what is known as the Napoleonic legend. 


The first Napoleon, the son.of a poor Corsi- 
can lawyer, who plays as a 12-year-old boy 
at soldiers in the Pitti palace at Florence, 
with that Archduke Charles of Austria and 
Tuscany whom he was to meet twenty years 
later on the field of battle—his career as a 
all victorious General, as Consul of 
French republic, as Emperor of France, 
master of nearly all Europe, elevating host- 
lers, such as Murat, to ancient thrones, such 
as that of Naples, and bringing the Pope 
from Rome to Paris to do his bidding—and 
then his sudden eclipse, his death at St. 
Helena—and the exile of his brother Joseph 
to the United States—the 


pathetic story of 
his son, Napoleon II., now put on the stage 


at Paris—the still more strange career of 
his nephew, the third Napoleon, in turn a 
fugitive from Italian justice, a carbonart, 
the President of a republic, an Emperor and 
an éxile—his son again, who like the heir 
of the first Napoleon, comes to a premature 
and pathetic end, being killed by savages 
in Zululand, whilé wearing the uniform of 
the English, who had been the principal 
foes and the jallers of the first Napoleon— 
then the late Jerome Napoleon (Pilon Plon) 
—with his’ American half-brother, the 
late Colonel Bonaparte of Washington—and 
his two sons, one of whom is in exile at 
Brussels and married to an actress, while 
the other is a cavalry General in the serv- 
ice of the Czar—of that Russia which pre- 
ferred to burn its ancient and historic 
capital of Moscow rather than to have it 
fefiled by the presence of the first Napoleon! 
What surprises have the Bonapartes still 
in store for the world? And can the history 
of ahy century of the human era show a 
more extraordinary and romantic tale than 


that of the Napoleons? 


s doubtful whether there is any ducal 
Re 8 the exception of that of Marl- 
borough that is so well known in the United 
States as that of Newcastle. A number of 
its‘ members have married Americans, and 
the next heir to the Dukedom, Lord Francis 
Hope, has as wife a wel 
actress, May Yohe, who will, therefore, on 
the demise of the present holder of the 
title, become Duchess of Newcastle. The 
Duke himself, now on his way to New York, 
is no stranger in this country, in which he 
spent quite a long time some ten years ago, 
being accompanied on the occasion of that 
visit by his brother, Lord Francis, a good 
deal of speculation being created by the fact 
that the younger of the two brothers should 
bear the name of Hope, instead of the ducal 
patronymic: of Pelham Clinton. The Duke 
is an invalid, and, owing to his lameness, 
was allowed while at Eton the extraordinary 
privilege of having his own dog cart. From 
Eton he went to Oxford, and at Magdalen 
College became inoculated with those no- 
tions of ritualism which have since then 
converted him into one of the pillars of the 


so-called high church. As such he has taken 


an extraordinary stand against the Church 
of England consenting to bless or to sanc- 
tion the marriage of divorced persons, and 
has on more than one occasion created a 
scene In church by either forbidding the bans 
or else interrupting the m service 
between divorced people. 
This, of course, served to expose him to a 
considerable amount of obloquy, many peo- 
ple expressing the opinion that he was act- 
ing in questionable taste in view of the num- 
ber of scandals in the records of his house, 


his father, grandfather, and great-grand- . 


father having all of them contributed to the 
“chronique scandaleuse’’ of their respec- 
tive eras, while one of his uncles became in- 
volved in such an appalling affair that there 
was a mock burial in England, the lordling 
who should have occupied the coffin coming 
to this country, where he spent the remain- 
der of his days in New York under the name 
of ‘‘ Mr. Simpson,“ which served to conceal 
that of Lord Arthur Pelham Clinton. 
The young Duke was a ward of Mr. Glad- 
stone, and it is largely thanks to the trustee- 
ship of the Grand Old Man that his estates 
have been relieved of their immense in- 
cumbrances, and that he enjoys today an 
ample income. Mr. Gladstone was the most 


devoted friend of the grandfather of the 


present Duke, that Duke of Newcastle 
who accompanied the Prince of Wales on the 
occasion of his memorable visit to this coun- 
try, and it was owing to this friendship that 


Mr. Gladstone figured in the divorce suit be- 


tween the fifth Duke and his wife in a man- 
ner that has been much misconstrued. When 
the Duke found that his wife had eloped 
he turned in his distress to Mr. Gladstone, 
who started after the truant wife with the 
object of inducing her to return. Mr. Glad- 
stone followed her all over Europe before he 


found her, living with the late Lord Orford: 
in Italy, and then, having failed to persuade 


her to leave the Earl and to return to her 


husband, he traveled back to England, 


where he was forced to give testimony in 
court against her in order to enable his 
friend to get the divorce. This woman, the 
grandmother, therefore, of the present Duke 
of Newcastle, subsequently married a Bel- 
gian picture dealer. 3

Winans nans is dying there, at the 
Dying. age of 88 years. There is 
much of interest to Chica- 

yoans in the passing away at an advanced 
age of this woman. She is, unless death has 
otatmed her since the dispatch was received, 
the last person living who passed through 
the horrors of the Chicago massacre. Mrs. 
Winans, according to the statement made by 
the late Bdward d. Mason, who investigated 
the matter, was the first white child born on 
‘the site of Chicago. Her father was Cor- 
poral John Simmons of Captain Heald’s 
company, and lived with his wife in the 
original Fort Dearborn. The daughter 
Susan was born there Feb. 12, 1812. Mrs. 
Winans mother saved the child by hiding her 
underneath her clothes. Ten children were 
killed by tomahawk blows before the mad- 
dened savages stopped slaughtering. Cor- 
poral Simmons was slain while striving to 
protect his family. After the massacre Mrs. 
Simmons was compelled t n the gantlet, 
carrying her babe in her Mrs. Winans 
frequently has told the story of the Chicago 
Massacre as it was related to her by her 
mother, who lived many years.
